The brutal realities of cold war I 
espionage do not easily conform to 
the demands of democratic govern- 
ment. It is unlikely that CIA chief 
John McCone will warm to the idea of 
a congressional committee poking 
info his operations. 

Whether the Congress establishes 
a new authority over the CIA, or the 
executive branch clarifies present 
lines of responsibility, this vital intel- 
ligence organization must be kept in 
its proper sphere as an instrument, 
p v not as an instigator, of policy. 
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
